Since  its  inception  the  Sorority  has  expanded  to  encompass  more  than  500  graduate  and  collegiate  chapters.  These  chapters  are  located 
throughout  the  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  the  Bahama  Islands,  West  Africa  and  West  Germany.
